S. W. Allerton, the spokesman of the

In 1895 Franco im- 
ported 10,533 head and Germany 6,436 
head, showing that while the exports to 
Great Britain from the United States 
decreased about 26,000 as compared 
with 1894 the exports to France and 
Germany increased. 
England 
has 


afforded the best foreign market for 
American cattle and .jheep, but she is 
buying more from Argentina and her 
own colonies, and less from the United 
States. 
A reciprocity treaty with 


European countries by which their 
products would be admitted iroe to 
this country upon condition that cittlo 
and sheep from the United States be 
admitted iu theirs without restrictions 
would settle the tariff question by put- 
ting the county on n free trade basia, 
as nearly all our manufactured im- 
ports come from Europe.

They have reached the conclusion that 
the single gold standard is injuring the 
business of the country and it is tiaid 
that they have notified the Republican 
leaders that unless silrer is recognized 
in the National Convention tlioy will 
not support the ticket nor contribute a 
dollar to the campaign fund. They 
have decided after a careful survey of 
the situation that they cannot compete 
with Oriental nations, where silver will 
purchase as much of the products of 
labor as it ever did, unless the United 
States abandones the gold standard, 
and they will support the new party if 
the old parties do not recognize silver 
in their national platforms.

He has voted with the silver men in the 
Senate on every occasion regardless of 
the party Jash and in several instances 
proved his independence by his vote.

COUNTY ON EXPORT AGRICULTU- 


RAL STAPLES. 


A bill introduced by Representative 


Johnson of California provides for the 
protection of agricultural staples by 
an export bounty. California Granges 
are petitioning Congress to pay tho 
bill. 


The principle of giving a bounty for 


wheat, cotton, corn and other agricul- 
tural exports was suggested by David 
Lubin of Sacramento. He contends 
that as the farmer is compelled to pay 
tariff prices for what he has to buy, 
while what he has to sell must compete 
in foreign markets with the products of 
free trade countries, he is entitled to a 
bounty on what he produces for ex- 
port. This, it is claimed, would equal- 
ize the burdens of taxation, as the 
manufacturer who is benefited by a 
duty on imports would have to pay his 
proportion of the bounty on agricultu- 
ral exports.

Stand—Something About the 


Remelting of Melts.

C VESON CITY, March 9,189G. 


The United States Distiict Court met 


at 10 A. :ti. pursuant to Saturday's ad- 
iouinment, Judge Huwley presiding. 


The case of Hem y Piper, indicted for 


larceny from the mint was set for to- 
day, but by consent of attorneys was 
continued until tho 23d instant—two 
weeks from to-day. 


Mint assayer P. B. Ellis recalled 


Direct examination by Clarke—I wish 
o call to your mind settlement moll 
Sfo 14. Your record said it had been 
reported to you as re- melted. On whal 
day was it reported to have open done ? 


On the 2'lth day of June, '93. I had 


made no order for a re-assay of the 
molt. Mo reasons given for its re- 
assay. The assay of a settlement bar 
was ordered, returnable on the 24th of 
that month, which was not reported to 
me till ten days after it was re-melted. 
The Melter and Refiner sometimes in 
such matters has to study out his> best 
opportunity, which might come sooner 
or later than expected. He could melt 
or re-melt until satisfied before report 
ing to me, but not after so reporting 
without cancelling the whote affair. 


In your opinion was that settlement 


melt No. 14 re-melted ? 


On that date it was not. The record 


shows no order for non report of its 
being re-melted. During that period 
Jones was acting Melter and Refiner 
and

bullion department.

sisted Harris in weighing the gold 
bullion February 10, 1895. Connors, 
Raycraft and 
others were helpers. 


Superintendent Adams was not pres- 
ent. The weighing was done at Harris' 
request to ascertain if there was any 
mistake in his settlement calculation, 
In checking off the bars No. 166, one of 
the small gold bars was found to be 
missing. (It weighed about 49 ounces 
and was worth $707.) Mr. Harris was 
the first to discover the loss, and it haw 
been missing ever since. Jones was 
not present; he had gone to San Fran- 
isco the evening before on a visit of 
business and pleasure.

Mason came and investigated his clean- 
up of the roof, chimney and other out-

me that when the Melter and Refiners' 
department was turned over by Zabris- 
sie in June, 1893, tho gold account was 
ihort about $550.

only 771£ in gold. During the day be- 
fore Jones left for San Francisco had 
lonsiderable conversation relative to 
what seemed to him to be a sorioua 
shortage. He and Jones had also dis- 
cussed the apparent shortage. I talked 
some to Jones legarding it, and sav, 
aim off on the train Saturday evening. 


I thought the shortage too big to 


occur and considered that Harris had 
made a clerical error in the matter. 
Nothing had at that time been said 
about clipping and assaying the bullion. 
Next morning Harris, myself and the 
others met in tho hall of the mint, 
proceeded to the vault and commenced 
weighing the bullion. ' The small gold 
bars, eighty or ninety o\- more of them, 
were on a shelf on tho north side of 
the vault. I did not go inside the vault. 
If that little bar 
got 
accidentally 


knocked off tho shelf it would have 
fallen down about five feet to the floor 
among the big bullion piled up there. 
Wo went ou with the weighing and did 
not hunt after the little bar then. 
Afterwards in conversation with him ] 
said it looked as though he had a thief 
in his department. He said it looked 
that way.

Melting room in 1893-94, remembered 
working one evening till G o'clock p. 15, 
June SQth, It was the only ume they 
worked after hours, and it was on a big 
melt of 6,000 ounces; aleo a big lot of 
slums.
